ig to which the Russian priests were to instruct the children, 


Matched from their Jewish parents, in the Christian religion. 


Lastly, in February 1844, the dreadful Ukase appeared, that the 
Jewish children taken for soldiers, were to be sent to the military 
schools, as heretofore, to be brought up as Christians ; but that 
the adult Jewish recruits were not to be admitted either into the 
‘ctive army nor into the fleet, but were to be employed in the mili- 
tary dockyards, to work as mechanics for the military, or be sent 
to the Caucasus.

In the years 1835—39 followed the expulsion of the Jews 


from Kiew— the Rome of Kussia—from Nicolajew, Sewastopol on 
the Black Sea; from the latter places under the pretext of being | 
obliged to remove the Jews for their own safety’s sake—but, in — 
truth, to compel them.to conversion ; many of them apostatised, 
the others were reduced to beggary and plunged into the deepest . 
¢. The interior dominions of Russia were more rigidly closed 
against the Jews, so that hundreds of families, merchants, wag- 


-goners, etc., who derived their means of sustenance from. those 


towns, were thrown out of their bread. They were strictly con- 
fined to the few shires (governments), and the difficulties of trans- 
gressing, even temporarily, the boundaries of their shires, were 
increased with every year, in order to choke and sinother them in 
their confines. 

d. The agriculturists shared a similar fate. In the year 1837, 
a great portion of the Jews of Courland were desirous of settling 
in—-Siberia. Count Canukrin, the Minister of the Finances, 
effectually supported this undertaking, but the emperor refused 
to allow them to depart even to—Siberia! In the year [S40 many 
were sent to Cherson, there to settle; half of them perished on 
the journey, the other half languish there in want and penury ; 
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Cherson being a country without trees and without rain, which 
requires other cultivators than Jews, who never were accustomed 
to agriculture, and who now, in the literal sense of the word, are 
to convert stones into bread, Let no one then imagine, that all 
these colonizing projects are intended to accustom the Jews to a 
fixed trade or to aregulated activity ; but on the contrary to estrange 
them from their present degree of civilization, to approximate 
them to the mental barbarism of the Russian peasantry, and thus. 
to weaken the power of resistance which the Jews have hitherto 
offered to the most terribly alluring temptations of a consistently 

e. The same policy is observed as regards the mechanics. 
Mechanics are not so rare among the Russian, as even now propor- 
tionately among the German Jews. In Russia the Jew follows 
all kinds of mechanism, though not with the same skill as in 
Germany, because he has nowhere in his country the opportunity 
of learning his trade so well, and because nowhere in that country 
does a desire for excellence exist. ‘The chief reason why the 
Russian Jew is so much behind the German in mental cultivation, 
fs, because he is not, as in Germany, in a minority in every town 
to his Christian neighbour, and in the mode and manner of life — 
must approximate to the majority; and, because he has not, as in | 
Germany, the rights of citizenship, with which he is allowed to | 
qualify himself. In Russia the Jew ranks in mental and moral | 
faculties eminently higher than the immense mass of slaves, but — 
in the same degree of rank and dignity stands above him the 
nobility ; he thus feels no impulse for adopting either the customs - 
of the one or the other class, but remains isolated, as a third class, 
between the two.
